Nearly 100 Members Are Added 
at Sunday Meetings, 


“Use of Intoxicants Among 
Women on Increase,” Says 
Mrs. Mary Harris Armor--Al- 
most as Many Men as Women 
Are Signing Pledges. 


As a result of the earnest and en- 
thusiastic addresses made by Mrs. Mary 
Harris Armor, Mrs. T. E. Patterson and 
Mrs. Florence Ewell Atkins, the mem- 
bers of the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union who are conducting an 
educational campaign in Atlanta, near- 
ly 100 members were added to the tem- 
perance organiation yesterday morn- 
ing, ajl of the new members signing 
the pledge of total abstinence and ten- 
dering their general support in the 
work of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union. 

An interesting feature of the en- 
rollment was that almost as many 
men as women signed the pledges, the 
membership among men far exceeding 
that among the women at the East 
Point church, where Mrs. T. E. Patter- 
gon spoke. 

Drunkenuess Among Women. 

“I am sorry to say,’ said Mrs. Ar- 
mor, in commenting on this, “that the 
use of intoxicants seems to be on the 
increase among women.” 

But that Atlanta)women are in sym- 
pathy with the gduse which the three 
temperance leadérs are so sincerely ad- 
vocating has been proven by the in- 
terest in the various meetings which 
are being held. 

Mrs. Armor spoke Sunday morning 
at the First Christian churcht to a large 
and very enthusiastic congregation, 
and her eloquence and forceful pres- 
entation of facts aroused redoubled in- 
terest, a number of new members en- 
rolling at the close of the address. 

Mr. Armor’s address was based upon 
the text, “My people are destroyed for 


lack of Knowledge,” and she gave four 


main points for the consideration of 
the people. She began by saying that 
people had become so accustomed to 
the appalling statistics of the deaths 
and ruin wrought by the liquor evil 
that they were no longer even mildly 
shocked; but, she said, when one con- 
sidered not only the deaths immedi- 
ately resulting from alcoholic indul- 
gwence, but the murders, suiftides and 
deaths from other diseases that an al- 
coho] weakened system could not re- 
gist, the total was astounding. 

“There are four things that we should 
all know,” said Mrs. Armor; first, the 
true nature of the saloon, and in this 
eonnection Mrsr Armor said that the 
near beer saloon was more dangerous 
than morphine dens and opium resorts. 

Secondly, she said that the women 
and the men should recognize the day 
of their opportunity, that now was the 
time to press the fight for temperance 
to a Victorious close as all the na- 
tions were in arms against the terri- 
ble liquor evil. Thirdly, everyone 
should realize the infamy of the liquor 
traffic, by which men already dan- 
gerously rich were seeking to add to 
their tremendous wealth by the gains 
accruing from the breaking and de- 
struction of the sons and daughters 
of the land. Fourthly, said Mrs. Ar- 
mor, every person should under- 
stand the power of individual effort 
in the campaign against whisky, and 
should not shirk the responsibility that 
rests upon each as Christian men and 
women. 

Mrs. Atkins Speaks. 

Mrs. Florence Atkins spoke at the 
Walker street Methodist church, her 
address being straight to the point. 
She insisted that the duty of stamping 
out the whisky evil lay upon the 
Christian men and women, particularly 
the women, whose children’s welfare 
is menaced. The call is to duty, and 
all with the love of Christ in their 
hearts must respond, said Mrs. At- 
kins. She also secured a large mem- 
bership. 

Mrs. Patterson, state president of 
the “Ww. C. T. U., spoke in East Point, 
her address being along similar lines, 
except that she spoke strongly of the 
effort of the whisky men to secure lo- 
cal option at the next session of the 
general assembly. She read in this 
connection a letter from. the, allied 
whisky interests to a prominent law- 
yer, stating the purpose of the Model 
License League to organize Georgia 
for local option. “This is a crisis for 
Georgia,” said Mrs. Patterson, “as far 
as the liquor question is concerned, the 
greatest erisis in the state's history; 
and we must rally to the defense of 
prohibition. Monday night Mrs. Pat- 
terson will speak at St. James Meth- 
edist church at 8 o’cleck; Mrs. Atkins 
will speak at the Second Baptist 
church at hte same hour, and Mrs. 
Armor will speak in College Park.

BLISTERING DAY 


Thermometers in Homes Rep- 
ister 97 Deprees in Shade 


All Day Long the Heat Was 
Almost Unbearable, and It 
Was Not Until Late at Night 
Slightly Cooler Weather Pre- 


vailed. | 


Atlanta experienced on yesterday the 
hottest day of the year. 

While no official figures are possible 
on account of the fact that the local 
weather department is closed on Sun- 
day, to allow the forecaster a day of 
rest, thermometers in various sections 
of the city hung around ninety-six and 
ninety-seven degrees for several 
hours during the middle of the day. 

No Let Up in the Heat. 

There was no let up in the heat until 
late at night. Early in the morning, 
before most people began to get Up, it 
made sleeping uncomfortable, and 
early rising a necessity. 

It continued to grow warmer, every 
hour, until about’ noon, when the max- 
imum was probably reached. At that 
time thermometers in homes in the 
city registered as high as ninety-seven 
in the shade. 

About noon the heat became almost 
unbearable, and in some cases church 
services were greatly ghortened in or- 
der to allow members of the congre- 
gations to get home, and put on the 
most negligee and consequently coolest 
costumes possible. / 
But even at home there was little 
comfort, for the day was of the sultry 
kind, and there was not the slightest 
of breezes stirring to relieve the heat. 
Even afternoon naps failed to aid 
very much, many people being awak- 
ened by the héat. 

Exodus to Parks. 
In the afternoon there began an ex- 
odus to every cool spot, to the parks, 
and to the country homes, but here 
conditions were only slightly better 
than in the city. 

Autos and street cars were in great 
demand, and 4 rushing business was 
done. The streets of the city ‘were 
crowded with autos all through the 
day, and in the afternoon the traffic 
was especially heavy. 

At night, along towards midnight, 
however, there was a gradual cooling 
of the atmosphere, and a slight breeze 
aided in making things mote agree- 


able. 

Atlantans may find 
however, in the forecast sent out late 
Sunday night by the weather dgepart- 
ment in Washington. 

Thunder showers are promised for 
today, which may relieve the heat."On 
Tuesday it will be fair with Nght to 
moderate winds. , 

Hottest Ever in Chicago. 

Chicago, June 4.—Chicago sweltered 

today in what was by 5 degrees the 
hottest June 4 recorded for this city. 
The temperature rose to 95.3 degrees, 
more than one degree higher than the 
next hottest day of the year, in which 
many eat reeords have fallen. One 
drown ig and a number of heat pros- 
tratidns were reported. 
Following a day of suffertng, the 
mercury dropped suddenly after night- 
fall, dropping 30 degrees to 66 by 9 
o’clock. 

Record Broken at Columbia. 
Columbia, 8. C., June 4.—The maxi- 
mum record for temperature in Colum-, 
bia this season was reached today with 
a registration of 99 8-10. The hottest 
previous record was 98 8-10 several 
years ago. This breaks the record for 
this vicinity for June 4, the former 
record being 98 in 1895. No prostra- 
tions from the heat have been noted. 

Lightning Stung Worshipers. 
Fort Wayne, Ind., June 4.—During 
a severe electrical storm today, light- 
ning struck the Trinity Episcopal 
church and stunned many of the 
worshippers. A prayer book held by 
Mrs. W. W. Shryock was burned from 
her hand, which was blackened by 
the bolt. The church was filled with 
light from the flash, and when it had, 
passed the organ, which was operated 
by electricity and on which the organ- 
ist was playing at the time, was si- 
lenced, and all electric lights were out. 
There was a momentary panic which 
was quickly subdued-by the presence 
of mind of the rector and the organist. 

Severe Wind Storm. 

Detroit, Mich., June 4-—A _ severe 
windstorm swept lower Michigan to- 
night. Telegraph and telephone wires 
are down throughout the state. At 
Lennon, Shiawassee county, fourteen 
moving freight cars were swept off 
the track, No one was injured. 


Much Damage by Storm. 


Toledo, Ohio, June 4.—An electrical 
storm followed by a deluge of rain 
struck this city just at noon today, 
doing much damage to both telephone 
and telegraph companies.

In introducing Mr. Wright, Dr. 
Broughton paid high tribute to the 
speaker. In years gone by,” he said, 
“T used to turn to Sam Jones when | 
I wanted help to fight for great fun-| 
damental principles, and since he has 
gwone home to glory, I know of no man 
to whom I can turn who is so well 
equipped to present the needs of the 
commonwealth as Seaborn Wright. 
For Law Erforcemenrt, 

“The great problem of law enforce- 
ment is upon us today as never before, 
and here sits in front of me a man 
who has contributed as much in the, 
spread of this doctrine on many plat- 
forms. 

“TI am giad Judge George Hillyer 
is here to back us up tonight by his 


presence. 

“I can mention laws on our statute 
books that our officers disregard en- 
tirely and purposely so. We are hav- 
ing a great agitation about commission 
form of government.

Westbrooks was driving a car of R.

Directly in front of him was another 
machine belonging to Mr. Schwab. The 
latter car caused._,a large amount of 
dust, and as the*road in the vicinity 
of the accident was not lighted, young 
Westbrooks failed to see ‘the obstruc- 
tion. His statement of the occurrence 
was that he felt a big jolt, flew with 
the car through the air, was senseless 
‘for a moment, and when he recovered, 
found himself under the heavy motor 
of the machine.

BY THOUSANDS 


Trlumphal Progress of Rebel 
Leader to the Capital 


Bombs and Cannon Roar Sa<« 
lutes to the Man Who Forced 
Diaz Into Exile---General Ma- 
dero Meets and Embraces His 
Mother. 


Torreon, Mexico, June 4.—(On Board 
Madero's Special Train.)—The burst- 
ing of bombs, the firing of cannon and 
the sharp crack of musketry from the 
ranks of 5,000 former insurrecto sol- 
diers, drawn up on both sides of the 
railroad track, welcomed Francisco I. 
Madero, Jr., and his party here at 
noon today. 

Fully 20,000 residents of the town, 
including hundreds of Americans and 
foreigners, participated in a huge dem- 
onstration, and counting the throngs 
gathered at various stations en route 
early today, Senor Madero has address- 
ed nearly 650,000 people, whose shouts 
of “Viva Madero” sti are ringing in 
the ears of the Madero party today. 

Incessant Firing of Selutes, 

The incessant firing of salutes, how- 
ever, which have been growing more 
intense as the party has penetrated 
further into the hotbed of pro-Madero 
sentiment, caused a change in the 
schedule of the special train. Instead 
of preceding directly tonight to Zace- 
tecas, the train left Torreon at 93 
o'clock, and an hour later was com- 
fortably nestled on a siding to can- 
tinue its Journey to the capital at day- 
break. 

The change was made with. the dou- 
ble purpose of giving those aboard the 
special train an opportunity to sleep 
and also of preventing some malevo- 
lent person from tossing any of the 


‘festive bombs too near the cars. 


it was a day of continuous demon - 
stration for Senor Madero ahd one 
which filled him with joy, particularly 
as it came from many of his friends, 
‘the district of San Pedro, Gomez Plaicto 
and Torreon having been foremost in 
advocating the revolutionist cause.

At’ San Pedro, the home of Senor 
Madero; whieh was reached at 8 o’clock 
this morning, one of the most enthusi- 
astic demonstrations of the day took 
place. As the special train pulled in 
about 1,000 insurrecto soldiers fired a 
salute. Senor Madero stepped down 
from his private car to a grandstand a 
few yards away, and an immense 
throng crowded every available space 
around it. After a few speeches the 
ceremonies were transferred to the bal- 
cony of a hotel in another part of the 
town. The streets were jammed with 
sombreros and thelr wearers. To move 
through-the crowd to within hearing 
distance of Senor Madero was a task 
that required dodging the broad brims 
of straw sombreros and the scores of 
little children who crawled under foot, 
almost completely hidden by the hat- 
bedecked crowd. Arches of flowers 
and flags adorned gll streets. 

Madero Embraces Mother. 

After an hour’s stop at San Pedre, 
where Senor Madero embraced scores 
of old friends, his mother, Mrs. Fran- 
ciseo Madero, Sr., and his two sisters, 
joined the: party. Other relatives and

‘$75,000 Fire in Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., June 4,—Fire entail- 
ing an estimated loss of $75,000, com- 
pletely destrdyed the Bijou theater 
this afternoon. Several business 
blocks adjacént were damaged by fire 
and water. The cause of the fire is 
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Infantry and the Infantry Veteran 
corps, all organizations of world-wide 
fame, according to the dispatches from 
the Hub. Just how many men these 
organizations will bring with them is 
not known, but when Major Burke was 
in Boston some time ago, the Boston 
Light Infantry was planning to bring 
the entire command.

He: Sees No Abandonment of 
Principle By Democrats 


Governor Stops in Washington 
and Confers With Party Lead- 
erse--He Says Party Lines Are 
Breaking---Men and Meas- 
ures to Count. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, D. C., June 4.—(Special.) 
Governor Woodrow Wilson, of New 
Jersey, prominently mentioned for the 
democratic nomination for president, 
Mr. Bryan being willing, today gave 
his indorsement to the Underwood bDiil 
for the revision of the woolen schedule. 
In thus taking,a position in favor of 
a revenue duty on wool at the present 
time, Governor Wilson supports the 
position of leader Underwood and 
Speaker Clark, and diametrically op- 
poses the views of Mr. Bryan. The 
latter labeled as “Aldrich democrats,” 
anyone who would vote for a duty on 
raw wool, 

Doctrine of Free Raw Materials. 

Admitting that the doctrine of free 
raw materials may easly be carried 
to an absurd extent, since the govern- 
ment derives most of the revenue for 
its maintenance through the customs 
houses Governor Wilson agrees that 
the question of revenue must of neces- 
sity enter into the discussion of the 
revision of the woolen schedule. 

So large a number of members of 
congress, and well wishers dropped in 
on Governor Wilson today that his 
room at the Willard resembled a cam- 
paign headquarters. He took advanc- 
ed ground on the subject of freedom of 
political thotight and dealt with frank- 
ness upon the fluidity of party lines. 
He said: 

“Men everywhere seém to be of the 
same mind. The next campaign is go- 
ing to mark the partial obliteration 
of old-time political lines. It is going 
to be a campaign of men and measures, 
rather than a campaign of parties. 

“The people are going to vote for a 
man whom they believe will carry 
out the things for which they stand, 
rather than a man who professes to 
represent the principles of one of the 
parties. There is a mild distinction, 
you know, and 
measures.” 

Wilson Praises Democrats. 

All the conferences were open. To 
the members of the house particularly 
Governor Wilson expressed 
congratulations. He said the vigor 
with which the house had taken hold 
of its work had inspireq the country 
with renewed confidence in the demo- 
cratic party. The action of the caucus 
of democratic representatives in vot- 
ing for a reduction of the tariff on 
wool only to 20 per cent ad valorem 
received his hearty commendation. 

What the governor had to say in 


between principles 


summarized into these words: 

“The resolution; passed by the caucus 
is a frank statement and justifies it- 
self by showing that the democratic 
party is trying to do the best that is 
possible ang practicable in the circum- 
stances. I mean that when we are 
revising a system such as the tariff 
as a whole we can make compensa- 
tions of revenue along me whole line. 
But in revising it schedule by schedule 
we cannot make those compensations, 
excepting the individual schedules. 
That is one of the penalties of the step 
by step process. 

‘It does not seem to me that there 
is any abandonment of prinéiple in the 
action taken. It looks to me as though 
the democratic principles had been re- 
asserted. Of course, I am in favor of 
free raw materials, including free raw 
wool, but every democratic platform 
has declared for gradual tariff reduc- 
tion.” 

Believes in Progressive Movement. . 

He reiterated his belief in the pro- 
gressive movement as inaugurated in 
the west. The reforms adopted there, 
he declared had proved very satisfac- 
' tory. Along this line he spoke of the 
' progressive republicans. 

“IT do not see any difference be- 
tween the democrats and what we call 
progressive republicans,” he said, “ex- 
cept possibly on the. tariff.” 

He reiterated his approval of the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement. 

“Will it help the republicans or the 
democrats in 1912?” he was asked. 

“Which party it will help is entirely 
amatterof indifference,’ was the re- 
sponse. ‘“‘The party that thinks of it- 
self and not of the country is going 
down in defeat.”

WORKING CHARITY FOR JOY RIDES: 
“PASSING ON” LAME AND BLIND 


By Alice Willard Solenberger. 


(Exclusive Service The Survey Press 
Bureau.) 

(The author of this article, whose 
life of service came to an untimely 
close at her death last December, was 
for some years agent of the central 
district of the Chicago Bureau of Chari- 
ties. In her office was mustered daily 
a ragged regiment of the homeless. 
She studied intimately the life 
history of over 1,000 homeless men. 
It is such facts as are set forth 
in this article which have led over 
400 organizations to enter a voluntary 
agreement to abide by the “rules gov- 
erning the issuance of charity trans- 
portation” of the National Conference 
of Charities and Correction.) 

The fact that thousands of boys, un- 
employed workmen, tramps and vag- 
trants are stealing rides on the rail- 
roads is one with which all are famil- 
jar, but that a second army of wanfter- 
ers, almost as large, is traveling from 
Maine to California, and back again, 
with its transportation paid out of 
charity funds, is a fact which is prob- 
ably not so well known. 

The most striking differences which 
exist between the two armies are, first, 
that the “paid for’’ group includes 
hundreds of women and children, while 
among those who beat their way wom- 
@n are rare, and, second, that al- 
though among the men who are travel- 
ing On charity tickets some are cap- 
ahle of self-support, the great majority 
are old, crippled, defective, or for some 
other reason chronically dependent, 
while in the other group the majority 
are young and able-bodied, and when 
dependent are as often so from chronic 
as from necessity. Certain states which 
have not yet protecteq themselves by 
legislation have sufferers from the 
unregulated migration of dependents 
from one section of the country to an- 
other. 

Chicago, On account of the non-resi- 
dent dependents thrust upon her for 
care, has been affiicted with an enor- 
mous expense. Unless there is a state 
law which empowers it to return de- 
pendents at the expense of the railroad 
which brought them into the state, a 
city cannot rid itself of this burden. It 
may return dependents to their homes 
if they are willing to go, but if un- 
willing, it cannot compel tem to 
leave. 

In 1902 qa large family of paupers 
came from Pennsylvania to Chicago. 
The man was blind, the woman rte: 
pled, and there were seven children, 
the oldest of whom was feeble-minded. 
The next child was only 10, so that it 
would be four years before he would 
be legally able to wor We ascer- 
tained that these people had never been 
self-supporting. They had received aid 
for 15 years and they had been aided 
to reach Chicago by the poor relief 
agents of their own county and of a 
chain of counties extending across 
three states. In spite of our definite 
knowledge of these facts, we were un- 
able to return this family to Pennsyl- 
vania. They refused to go. This one 
family has cost the public and private 
charities of Chicago, not less than 
$9,000 or $10,000 since their arrival, 
and the amount is probably much larg- 
er, for they are professional beggars 
ang have undoubtedly secured more 
than the actual cost of their support. 

There are a great many cases where 
the granting of charitable transporta- 
tion to an applicant who requests it 
not only does no wrong to the com- 
munity to which he is sent, but is by 
far the best method for caring for the 
man himself. Runaway lads; men who 
have met with crippling accidents 
away from their homes and wish to be 
returned to them; men who have defi- 
nite promises of employment in other 
cities and are dependent where they 
are, all these and many others, are 
manifestly greatly assisted by being 
sent to the places to which they wish 
to .f@o, ang if they are sent clear 
through to their destinations, after the 
facts in regard to their means of sup- 
port upon arrival have been ascertain- 
ed, no possible wrong will have been 
done to any one. 

The “if clause in the last sentence 
is, however, very {mportant, and upon 
the failure of private citizens and pub- 
lic authorities to abide by its s!mple 
provisions hangs much of the wrong 
connected with the system of sending 
dependents about the country as it is 
at present generally practiced. Just 
what the system referred to is, and 
how and why it causes suffering as 
well as an enormous waste of charit- 
able funds, can perhaps best be fil- 
lustrated by the stories of a few men. 

One bitter December day a feeble, 
tottering, almost maudlin olqg man was 
brought to us by the police. “Some- 
body,” “somewhere,” had bought hima 
ticket for Chicago. That was ali he 
could tell us, except that he had been 
to “lots of places.”” Every clue of any 
sort which he gave us we attempted 
to trace. We finally found, in a small 
village in Illinois, a brother-in-law of 
the old man, who was unable to take 
eare of him, but who gave us the ad- 
dress of some relatives tn C!ncinnati. 
These, when appealed to, claimed to be 
unable to care for him. No one knew 
where his song or daughters lived, nor 
how long the old man had been wand- 
éring about unecared for. He was not 
a resident of Cook county, but as we 
could not learn where he really be- 
lohged, the only thing that could be 
done was to place him in the gp 
house at Dunning, which we did six 
weeks after his arrival in Chicago. 
One sturdy beggar, almost all of 
whose income was spent for whisky, 
came , from n Francisco to Chicago 
on charity tickets and asked us to 
send him to Philadelphia. We refus- 
ed, and offered him well-paid work but 
he declined it and a few weeks later 
came ang boasted that he had. ed 
from ministers enough to pay his full 
fare to PhNadelphia. There was no 
reason for doubting his story, since 
two Episcopal ministers had telephon- 
ed the office about the man. 

In another case a man who had also 
come from California, and who. was 
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but that he had not received ft and 
must go at once to look after his in- 
terests. 

We found that this man had been 
almost a year in making the trip from 
Los Angeles to Chicago. The Roches- 
ter Charity Organization Society advis- 
ed us not to send the man, as he would 
at once be dependent upon charity, be- 
cause the brother had died in. poverty, 
leaving nothing for his own family. 
We refused, under the circumstan- 
ces, to send him east to certain de- 
pendence, we offered to send him back 
to his sister in Los Angeles, who was 
willing to care for him. In five days 
he could have been in Los Angeles, 
where he could have remained in com- 
parative comfort, but he refused and 
said he would secure help elsewhere 
and push on to Rochester. He reached 
there four weeks later and has ever 
simce been an inmate of the local alms- 
house. ~ 

How can states regulate the grant- 
ing of transportation to paupers who 
wish to go to communities upon which 
they have no claim? It is the almost 
unanimous opinion of those who have 
given attention to the problem that 
these are questions wnich cannot be 
Satisfactorily answered by state leg- 
islation. No two states will pass iden- 
tical laws and unless the laws are 
uniform certain states will be imposed 
upon. What is needed is a federal law, 
which shall reguiate the interstate mi- 
gration of paupers and dependents. 

In the meantime, until such a law 
has been passed individual states 
should protect themselves by passing 
laws excluding non-resiqent qa@epen- 
dents; and citizens may do much to 
lessen the evil by refusing to con- 
tribute towards the purchase of rail- 
road tickets for any applicant Sati 
they have assurance from the point af 
destination that, the person who asks 
transportation will be cared for there/ 
and also by refusing to contribute to 
any charity society which sends un- 
fortunates about the country without 
investigation and without purpose.

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‘' GARDEN PEAS FOR CANNING. (2) 
ECOND CROP IRISH POTATOES. 

Mrs. R. F. G., Kirkwood, Ga.—When 
do you advise planting garden peas and 
tomatoes for canning? Also when is 
the best time to plant late Irish pota- 
toes and beans to use dry for baking, 
S0Up, etc? I wrote you some time since 
integardto the usefulness of the wheel 
hoe and bought one on your recom- 
mendation. It is invaluable. In fact, 
with my lil-year-old son behind it I 
am more of an onlooker in the garden 
than a worker. And the best part of 
it is, he enjoys it, too. 

Answer—li. I have had no personal 
experience in growing peas for can- 
ning, but from my general knowledge 
of the culture of this vegetable I ad- 
vise that they be planted as early in 
the spring as may be safely done, or 
with minimum risk of loss by freezing, 
say, during the first half of February. 
The later they are planted the more 
liable to be cut off by hot, dry weath- 
er, especially the “hot.” A fall crop 
may be planted in August, but the 
weather is so likely to be hot and 
dry in September and October that lit- 
tle may be expected unless the ground 
between the rows be heavily mulcted 
when the vines reach the height of 6 
to 12 inches, taking advantage of 2a 
heavy rainfull for the operation. 

2. A “second crop” of Irish potatoes 
is a very uncertain proposition, unless 
mulcting be resorted to, as in case of 
garden peas. The last week in July 
and first week in August is about the 
preferred time, having the ground well 
and deeply prepared in advance and 
taking advantage of the first good 
“season” after July 25. Glad you and 
your son are so well pleased with the 
wheel hoe. I would not be without 
one if it cost double. 


BUFFALO CLOVER, AN APT PUPIL. 

I. 8. Morgan, Acworth, Ga.—Will you 
kindly give me name of inclosed plant, 
also value of same as a forage and pas- 
ture plant? I presume it belongs to 
the clover family. I find it growing on 
very thin soils in old flelds and uncul- 
tivated places here in the northern part 
of Cobb county. 

I have been a close student of the 
Farm and Farmers’ Department of The 
Constitution for the past fifteen vears. 
When I began studying it the printed 
formula onasack of commercial ferti- 
lizer was all Dutch to me, but thanks to 
your patient teaching, “line upon line,” 

have been doing most of my own 
mixing for several years. I have also 
by your teaching, grown some fine 
crops of open furrow oats. May you 
live long to carry on the good work. 

Answer—The plant is what is com- 
monly known as Buffalo clover, the sci- 
entific name being Trifolium refilexum. 
I have observed it for many years, 
growing in waste places, in solitary 
bunches, spreading out flat on the 
ground. Dr. Phares, in his “Book of 
Grasses,” says “it is a valuable plant 
and cattle are fond of it,’’ and that ‘it 
might be cultivated profitably.” I made 
some effort to cultivate it when oper- 
ating my farm in southwest Georgia, 
but without success. It does not seem 
to take kindly to cultivation. Try your 
skill with it. :

NITRATE ON CANTALOUPES . AND 
SWEET POTATOES. 

W. -T. Smith, Blevins, Ark.—I am a 
reader of The Constitution, and I want 
to ask you a few questions. I am 
raising cantaloupes and sweet posa- 
toes for the market, and I want to 
apply nitrate of soda to both crops. 
Please advise me how much to apply 
per acre, and what stage of growth. 

Answer—The application of nitrate 
of soda to a growing crop—especially 
as to the amount to be used per acre— 
should be mainly controlled, or regu- 
lated, by the amount of nitrogen con- 
tained in the kind and quantity of 
fertilizer applied at and before plant- 
ing the crop. It supplies nitrogen 
only, and cannot take the place of 
either phosphoric acid or potash, nor 
can its intercultural application atone 
for a failure to apply the two ingre- 
dients just named. An intelligent use 
of the nitrate is to leave off a portion 
—say one-half—of the nitrogenous in- 
gredient contained in a properly bal- 
anced fertilizer, for the particular 
crop, and in its stead, apply, intercul- 
turally, an equivalent in the form of 
nitrate of soda. For instance, a mix- 
ture of equal parts of 14 per cent 
Kainit (or one-fourth of muriate) 
would bea very good formula for mel- 
ons of all kinds,and also for sweet and 
Irish potatoes, and 800 pounds would 
be a fair application for one acre of 
either of the crops. In the case of 
melons, this would carry 366 pounds 
of cotton seed meal per acre. Now re- 
duce this to one-half—or 133 pounds— 
for the initial application, and its 
equivalent, so far as nitrogen is con- 
cerned, would be about 50 or 60 
pounds, and this would be the amount 
proper to be applied on a top or side- 
dressing during growing period. If 
you like, you might properly leave out 
all of the cotton seed meal from the 
initial application and apply about 
one-half its amount in nitrate. inter- 
culturally. This is advised in the case 
of Irish potatoes, it being a quick- 
growing, shortlived crop. in this cage 
one-half of the nitrate should be ap- 
plied as the potatoes are coming up, 
and the remainder just before the 
plants commence blooming. 

One rule is of pretty general appli- 
cation to all crops, in applying nitrate 
of soda, viz: not to apply more than 
100 pounds per acre (of nitrate) at any 
one time. 

The above is as nearly as I can re- 
ply to your inquiry. I have given the 
guiding principles—it remains for 
you to apply them to the conditions as 
they are in your case. These condi- 
tions are not known to me. Apply to 
melons one-third of the amount as 
goon as the plants are well up and reody 
to grow; one-third when vines com- 
mence to run; the remainder when 
young melons appear. 

On potatoes: One-third within a: 
few days after transplanting, or at 
first oultivation, and remainder in one 
or two applications, two or three 
weeks apart—or longer. No definite 
rule can be given. 

MELON BLIGHT. 

J. P.. 8. Nash, Hampton, Ga.—I have 
been making at least a partial failure 
on watermelons for several years, from 
the same cause. The vine or leaves be- 
gin to turn yellow around the hill aft- 
er they get to running and blooming, 
the disease follows along the vine, the 
leaves dying, often approaching the 
melon before it matures or ripens. It 
seems to be worse on the Klieckley than 
others. I am making three plantings, 
alj for family use, hoping to get a 
supply. If there is a Known and sure 
remedy would be more than glad to get 
it soon. I have been trying various 
kinds of fertilizers; this year stable 
manure and guano only. 

Answer: It is claimed that spraying 
with Bordeaux a (lime, blue- 
stone_and water) will prevent melon 
blight if applied before the vines com- 
mence to run and repeated every 10 or 
16 core until the melons are ripe. But 
it will not cure the disease after its 
presence is manifest. An excellent 
means of preventing is rotation—not 
planting the same land to*melons oft- 
emer than once in three or four years. 
Preventatives are better than remedies. 
“An ounce of prevention ie worth a 
pound of cure.” 


MARKET FOR RYE STRAW. 
W. L. Bell, Lineville, Ala.—I will have 
about three tons of rye straw when my 
rye is threshed. I want to Know if 
there is a market for the straw and 
where. It is the finest straw I ever 
saw. 3 
Answer: I am not able fo give you 
definite information in regard to rye 
straw, including markets, buyers, etc. 
Rye straw from a crop grown for the 
sake of the grain and threshed on an 
ordinary grain thresher is in consider- 
able demand for use in stuffing horse 
collars and for coarse upholstering 
purposes and also for coarse paper and 
per boards and for packing Safer 
f intended for finer uses, such asthe 
of hata, ¢ : 
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sown very thick and grown for that 
purpose alone,and the threshing should 
be done on a special machine called a. 
“beater” which delivers the straw 
straight and unbroken, which is tied 
again into bundles. Write to some 
nearby large manufacturers of furni- 
ture and also harness makers. 


ROPY MILK. 

G. W. Hendrix, Rocky Ford, Ga.—I 
have a cow that is apparently healthy, 
but her milk just before it turns is 
ropy on the top; akso top of clabber 
is ropy. Please tell me what is the 
matter with her and what to do for it. 
Answer: Ropy, or stringy, milk may 
be caused by fungi developing in the 
milk and that the spores of the fun- 
gus are present in the system of the 
cow may be safely inferred if she is 
the only one whose milk is so affected 
out of a number of cows. It is usually 
traceable to the drinking of stagnant 
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rom the.detasseled rows, thus secur- 
ing cross-fertilizing by plants. 


SPLINT ON HORSE’S LEG. 

J. 8. Wilkes, Dawson, Ga.—I have a 
horse with a bump or splint:on one of 
his front legs about half way between’ 
knee and foot, slightly on the inside. 
I am told it is a splint. I notice. he 
limps slightly on account of it. I will 
greatly appreciate any advice you may 
be able to offer me as to treatment for 
same. 

Answer: As a ruleithe “let-alone” 
treatment ig advised in case of a splint, 
unless the lameness caused is distinctly 
noticeable. At any rate surgical treat- 
ment is not advised. I suggest that 
you bathe the leg two or three times a 
day with either hot or cold water and 
apply each time after bathing lotéen 
of % ounce of sugar of lead dissolved 
in 1 quart of water. After several 
days of the above mild treatment ap- 
ply to the splint several times a day a 
little tincture of iodine. If the lame- 
ness persists after a week or ten days 
of this treatment resort must be had 
to blistering as follows: Mix 2 drams 
of cantharides, 1 dram of biniodide of 
mercury and 2 ozs. clean lard or vasel- 
ine, and rub. on a little with the fin- 
gers. Tie up the animal’s head for 7 
or 8 hours and after 24 hours wash off 
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water, such as is found in marshy 
places, where the soil is usually of a 
black, mucky character. See that your 
cow has none but pure water and give 
her two drams of bi-sulphate of soda 
daily for several days. The condition 
of the milk, however, may be due to: 
want of perfect sanitary conditions 
about the room in which the milk is 
kept, the utensils that are used, the 
condition of the stall in which the cow 
is kept, ete. If the treatment above 
suggested does not remove the trouble 
try a thorough cleaning up, using plen- 
ty of scalding water. Then get a pint 
or so of fresh buttermilk from a neigh- 
bor who has no such trouble and use 
as a starter. 


RATS IN THE BARN. 

A. M. Ball, Evergreen, Ala.—Will you 
or some of The Constitution readers 
tell me how to get rid of rats in my 
barn, which is 30x40, the upper floor 
always containing oats and hay 
(thanks to your teaching) so that the 
barn is never empty and I cannot get 
at them. " 

Answer: It is said that the best poi- 
son remedy for rats in a barn is ba- 
rium carbonate mixed in the proportion 
of one part of the poison to eight parts 
of oat meal and the mixture being 
made into stiff dough by the use of 
water. I have not tried this remedy, 
but it is highly approved by Batley’s 
Cyclopedia of Agric re. I would 
also suggest that you get several guil- 
lotine traps and keep them baited and 
set; also one or more good cats and 
train them to stay about the barn. The 
barium carbonate is not usually kept 
in a common drug store, and you will 
probably have to send to\a large con- 
cern for it. 


CATTLE TICK FEVER. : 

Mrs. M. C. Skinner, Chancellor, Ala. 
Will you please send me a remedy for 
my cow. I will describe her condition 
as near as I can? She is about four 
years old; has her second calf, which 
is about, two months old. She didn’t 
clear up good afterwards and we gave 
her two doses of salts and spirits nitre. 
She was all right after the second 
dose acted and seemed to be all right 
until Monday night when she would not 
eat, nor oh Tuesday morning. She eats 
a little now. Her kidneys act often 
and her urine looks to be about half 
blood and strains her badly. Her bow- 
els don’t seem to act good and her nose 
runs a clear-looking slime and she is 
mighty hot. We have given her three 
does of salts, saltpeter and spirits 
nitre, but she doesn’t seem to be any 
better at all. She is not swollen any. 

Please send me a remedy by return 
mail if you can. I send a self-address- 
ed envelope and stamp. I am anxioug 
to do something for her. She has been 
giving from 2% to 3 gallons Of milk 
per day; has been running out. 

Answer: I have very little doubt 
that your cow has Texas cattle fever, 
or “Tick Fever,” as it is commonly 
called, caused by getting ticks on her 
body. At the advanced stage of the 
disease which this casey has reached 
it is not worth while to treat it, since

MOON-BLINDNESS, PROBABLY, OF 
MULE 


J. H. Warner, Morven, N. C.— 
Please tell me what to do for my 
mule’s eyes. They have been 80 only 
a few days. They run water all the 
time, are swollen and red. 

Answer—Your mule has probably an 
attack of peroodic aphthalmia, ,com-~ 
monly called ‘“moon-blindness, or

sides, but if it is periodic ophthalmia 
the attack on the same eye will re- 
cur at regular periods, varying from 
one to two or three months, until final- 
ly the sight of that,eye is destroyed. 
The. disease then attacks the remain- 
ing eye, runs the same course, and 
with the same result—blindness, pro- 
vided the animal lives long enough or 
does not die of some other disease. 
But if properly treated and cared for 
the entire loss of sight may be in- 
definitely postponed in many cases.

BLACK ROT OF CABBAGE. 

J. M. Barnes, Carrollton, Ga.—I come 
to you for some advice concerning my 
cabbage and collard plants. I never 
had anything of the kind in my garden 
before. I set out my cabbage and col- 
lard plants at the usual time; manured 
them with cow stable manure in the 
drill and nothing else, which has al- 
ways been my plan, and have had good 
success with both cabbage and col- 
lards. They turn orange color and die. 
If I don’t get a remedy right away I 
will lose my plants. I have never 
used any kind of manure but stable 
manure in the garden. I want to know 
the cause and a remedy. I am aware 
you don’t answer by letter, but I would 
be very thankful if you wrke me and 


give me a remedy. The plants are just 
common variety; in other words, old- 
fashioned kind. 

Answer—The disease affecting your 
cabbage and collards is probably what 
is known as “black rot” of cabbage 
and is caused by a fungus, which re- 
mains in and affects the soil for one or 
more years after the diseased crop was 
grown. Manure from cattle which were 
fed on diseased cabbage will also con- 
vey the disease to the latter, even if 
planted on previously non-infected soil. 
There is absolutely no remedy applica- 
ble to the growing crop, and the only 
recourse to avoid future attacks is not 
to plant cabbage, collards or turnips 
within at least a year on soil that grew 
infected plants. Don’t feed the pres- 
ent crop of cabbage to your mules or 
cows, but haul them off to the creek 
or to the hog pasture. 

The fact that you have always used 
‘nothing but cow manure” on your 
garden is against you in more ways 
than one. If you will use acid and 
potash and nitrate of soda (or cotton 
meal) you will get much better results, 
especially in vegetables grown for 
their seeds or their roots. Stable ma- 
nure is a breeder of plant and soil dis- 
eases. 


CORN MIXING IN FIELD. 

A Newman, Germania, Miss.—I have 
several times tried to make my corn 
without puttitg a. plow in it after 
planting. I have had trouble prevent- 
ing the drill from getting full with 
weeds. Have had to hoe it second time, 
which is expensive. This year I have 
had nothing but a Planet Jr., five- 
tooth cultivator. I have 25 acres corn, 
from 6 inches to 3 feet high. I never 
had a better prospect thag now for 
corn. I used no commercial fertilizer. 
I have a half acre of selected corn: 
Close beside is a patch of common corn, 
Planted ten days before the selected 
corn. Is there any danger of this corn 
mixing? If so, should I detassle the 
selected or the other corn. 

Answer—I am glad to learn that 
you have renounced the time-honored 
scooter and scrape and that you are 
pleased with the cultivator. 

two plantings of corn, planted 
ten days apart, will not mix to any 
extent, probably not at all, unless the 
later planted is of a several days’ 
earlier variety, In which case the two 
would certainly mix to a considerable 
extent. To protect the half acre of 
selected corn by detasseling you would 
have to perform this operation on the 
common corn and then the common 
corn would not be fertilized. Why not 
plant (if you have seed) another patch 
of the selected corn? But perhaps you 
ean utilize the common corn as green 
forage, or as cured into roughage, cut- 
ting it before silKs and tassels appear. 
The detasseling does not injure corn 
at all, provided it be done by alternate 
rows—detasseling every other row. 
But if you detassel. every stalk there 
will not be a grain of corn made. De- 
tasseling every other row of corn is;

Assum- 
ing that it had been possible to keep this sum at home, it is difficult 
tc estimate the universal stimulus to development growing out of 
the investment in the south of these almost unbelievable amounts: 

The point is, that it would have been our own money thus 
invested. Which means that patronizing home fire insurance works 
two ways—it assures safe protection; and it keeps in the south the 
vital fluid of finance so indispensable to general commercial and 
industrial expansion. 

Of course, no southern fire insurance company is justified in 
bidding for patronage unless it takes the field upon a plane of 
equality with others. Its stability must be as secure and its assets 
as convertible. Our contemporary shows that the southern com- 
panies in these respects compare most favorably with nothern and 
European companies, and that the great crises that have tésted fire 
insurance companies left them relatively less scathed than their 
outside competitors. 

It resolves itself, finally, into the basic principle of patronizing 
home industry, all things being equal. They are shown as being 
undoubtedly equal in this instance. We hope to see the day—and 
that soon—when the bulk of fire hazards will be taken at home; as 
we hope to see the day when the south will manufacture the bulk 
of its cotton crop, and produce practically everything essential to 
its bill-of-fare.

TELLING PLEA FOR WATER-POWER SURVEY. 


Forrest Adair, of Atlanta, elsewhere advances the business 
reasons of a business man for the projected joint state and federal 
survey and charting of the water-powers of Georgia. His com- 
munication is one of the most striking and practical statements of 
the subject thus far advanced. 

It is simply commercial arithmetic he uses. He shows the 
mammoth hydro-electric development of the Carolinas, with the 
consequent abundance of cheap power and development of manu- 
facturing industries. Georgia, he shows, is probably richer in 
large and smaller water-powers than any other state in the union. 
If these assets are delayed in developmient, we shall be left in the 
rear of the industrial procession. And the first essential to their 
development, is an accurate and official survey that will place infor- 
mation with the government’s jmprimatur at the disposal of the 
promotor. 

To meet the situation it is proposed that the state appropriate 
$5,000 annually for surveys and records. The federal government 
agrees to match the appropriation. The plan, originated by State 
Geologist McCallie, and backed by the chamber of commerce, should 
be executed with the least possible delay. Already the south has 
become the nation’s battleground of new industrial expansion. 
Georgia should be in position to take advantage of her pre- 
eminence in the matter of commanding almost illimitable cheap 
power. ;

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JUST A SUMTER COUNTY FARM. 


This is the romance of a Sumter county farm—defining romance, 
in this case, as that of cold American currency, and abound in 
values that tests credulity. The farm is of 95 acres, and is a few 
miles east of Americus.

The moral is that practically every other Georgia 
county can get similar results if they are willing to use the same 
methods and “ginger.”

Southern fire: insurance companies 
have instituted a movement in behalf 
of their own interests and are asking 
southern people to support the move- 
ment. Thirty-odd fire companies of 
-the south have associated themselves 
together for the principal purpose of 
obtaining a greater share of the busi- 
ness of the south and are depending 
entirely upon the integrity of their con- 
tracts and the known facts of their 
underwriting ability for the additional 
business desired. There has been man- 
ifested no disposition to exploit the 
fact that “blood is thicker than water.” 
The interested companies have con- 
tented themselves with pointing out 
that fire insurance premiums kept at 
home swell the circulation of money 
in the south and aid greatly in the de- 
velopment of that section if the home 
companies are given all the business 
they can write. 

The most reliable fire insurance sta- 
tistics show that during three decades 
past fourteen southern states paid 
$707,698,387 for fire protection. Of 
this sum only $68,181,112 was paid to 
companies domiciled in those states, 
while the ‘enormous balance of $639,- 
517,275 went to the north and to Eu- 
rope, leaving not even the most indi- 
rect of advantages to accrue to the 
section that had produced the money. 
These figures may well interest not 
only southern underwriters, but south- 
ern financiers and other men of affairs 
besides. 

The territory now embraced by the 
association in question consists of Vir- 
ginia, the Carolinas, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and-¥Filorida. It 
is the intention of the organization to 
extend its field of operations so as to 
include Kentucky, Tennessee and Tex- 
as, so that fifty companies shall benefit 


by the work of the association and 
over $25,000,000 of capital and assets be 
represented. The most thorough co- 
operation between members is being 
practiced, and even the few southern 
companies that are not members are 
enjoying a partial advantage. 

The underwriting record of the south- 
ern ‘companies, upon which is based 
the principal argument in their new 
campaign for southern business, is a 
remarkably clean one when compared 
with the experience of the country at 
large. Careful scrutiny of the records 
of southern companies that retired 
from business: during the thirty years 
past shows a very small financial loss 
and that borne almost entirely by 
stockholders. The only loss to policy- 
holders worthy of mention is charge- 
able to the San Francisco disaster, and 
in that case the southern company in- 
volved made settlement with its San 
Francisco policyholders upon a much 
more generous basis than a number of 
northern and European companies— 
though such settlement was at the cost 
of its existence. 

A considerable majority of southern 
companies which retired during the 
past thirty years did so under full 
liquidation to their stockholders and in 
a large number of cases liquidated at a 
considerable premium above par. Also, 
the number of southern companies 
which liquidated during that period 
was not nearly dp great proportionate- 
ly as the number of northern and east- 
ern concerns which went out of busi- 
ness for one reason or another. 

Considering thé southern companies’ 
argument with regard to southern cir- 
culation of money and the certainty of 
the protection they can provide, The 
Courier-Journal sees every reason why 
their claims should receive the full con- 
sideration of every southern man of 
business,

FORREST ADAIR URGES QUICK 
CHARTING WATER-POWER ASSETS

Editor Constitution: The movement 
which is being urged by The Atlanta 
Constitution, and the press generally, 
for co-operation with the national 
government in securing an accurate 
survey, and full information in regard 
to the undeveloped water powers in the 
state of Georgia is one of the best 
suggestions for the improvement of 
Georgia that has been made in many 
years. It should be acted upon prompt- 
ly and supported to the fullest ex- 
tent. It should not be allowed to rest 
here, but the development and utiliza- 
tion of these great natural resour- 
ces should be encouraged and facilita- 
ted in Georgia, if we expect to keep 
pace with the rest of the south and 
maintain the superb record we have al- 
ready established. 

Development in the Carolinas. 

We have an object lesson just to 
the east of us fhat should both inspire 
and encourage our efforts, and also 
warn us of the danger of being out- 
stripped in the race if we delay or 
antagonize the prompt utilization of 
these great natural resources, 

The Southern Power Company, back- 
ed by the Dukes, and their great 
wealth made in the tobacco business, 
is constructing dams upon the differ- 
ent watersheds in North and South 
Carolina, and is tying together all of 
the cities, towns and manufactories and 
industries in the Piedmont section of 
these two states, with transmission 
lines for the delivery of electricar 
current. This company alreacy has 
some twelve or fifteen hundred miles 
of such lines and the tremendous im- 
pulse that this has given to the devel- 
opment of factories and industries 
through that section may well put 
Georgia to thinking of what the result 
will be in a few ‘years if the tremen- 
dous advantage for the location of 
such enterprises in those states is not 
met by similar or better inducements 
offered in Georgia. ' 

A system of interurban electric rail- 
ways is also being constructed by these 
same interests in the Carolinas, which 
will use part of the electrical cur- 
rent from these water powers, and 
which will reach practically ‘all the 
great, factories in that section, and be 
the means of coupling up and con- 
necting each separate plant with the 
several steam lway systems, so as 
to. furnish the amplest facilities for 
the fullest develop t. 

The towers and“lines of this great 
system of water power development 
can be seen from the car windows of 
the Southern road, and many of the 
great cetton mills can be seen in full 
operation without any smoke ascend- 


ing from their smoke stacks.

It is certain that such a survey and 
investigation as is contemplated by 
the present movement will develop that 
Georgia is richer in water powers and 
peorer in development than any 
other.state in the union. eave %

In the northern section of Geor- 
gia, beginning with the Chattahoo- 
chee at West Point, and extending 
almost the entire length across the 
state; the Chestatee, the Etowah, the 
Tallulah and all the system of rivers 
that arise in the mountains of north 
Georgia are rich in water powers that 
are undeveloped. Outside of the de- 
velopment at Columbus, the Oentral 
Georgia Power Company and the Bull 
Sluice, all this magnificent chain of 
water powers is practically undevel- 
oped. There are at least three or four 
separate, distinct water sheds embrac- 
ed, and by developing them and ty- 
ing them together with transmission 
lines, as is being done in the Caroli- 
nas, a drought on one water shed will 
be compensated by a good flow of wa- 
ter at another, and by the installa- 
tion of great central steam power 
plants at the * different towns 
and cities, these water powers can 
be practically doubled by supplement- 
ing them in dry seasons, and the cus- 
tomers can be rendered secure in a 
steady, uninterrupted service at all! 
times. 

Possibilities. 

Georgia is interested vitally in the 
development of these water powers. 
We are without the natura! supply of 
coal, and our power is w produc- 
ed by’ drawing for coal upon the na- 
tural resources of other States, to 
the cost of which is to be added the 
freight, and while coal will remain 
a regulator of the price 
of electrical current, it is a tremen- 
dous waste to allow these water pow- 
ers to remain undeveloped and to flow 
over our water falls without turning 
a single wheel or spindle. 

In order to conserve a water pow- 
er it has to be developed; the con- 
servation of forests, mines and quar- 
ries is by limiting their use; but it is 
exactly the contrary with a water 
power, which can only be conserved 
by development and use, and goes to 
waste until this is brought about. 
Marble quarries, granite quarries, cot- 
ton mills, wood works, factories and 
every kind of tndustry, where machi- 
nery is used, is promoted and develop- 
ed by the utilization. of such great 
natural resources. 

If the development of these water 
powers can be brought about, by 
which the Savannah river and its 
water shed; the Chattahoochee river

I prize the let- 
ter so much. If I could get the labor 
I could fence as I would like, ang put 
down forty acres in bermuda and then 
in winter, sow burr clover and vetch 
on the bermuda sed, for winter graz-- 
ing, or put the forty acres in perma- 
nent pasture, and my four acres in 
alfalfa and get me a’ manure spreader.

“The surprising trades and compro- 
mises that Mr. McKinley made in put- 
ting through the tariff bill in 1890 were 
part and parcel of his insensibility to 
the moral side of the doctrine of pro- 
tection. One of the most amazing of his 
acts was his voting for the silver bill: 
He had persuaded the western senators 
to support his tariff bill, in much of 
which they did not believe, and they in 
turn expected him.to support their sil- 
ver bill in which he did not believe. I 
cannot say that Mr. McKinley. had 
promised beforehand to give them sup- 
port I do not know—but I do know that 
when the.silver bill came to vote, Mr. 
McKinley sought hig friend and political 
opponent, Roger Q. Mills; of Texas, and 
asked: ‘What can I do? I do not want 
to vote for this bill; I do not believe in 
it. And Mr. Mills said to him: ‘You can 
do nothing else. They voted for your 
bill on the understanding that you in 
‘turn would support theirs. There is 
nothing else to do.’ These are protec- 
tionists morals. Could there be a better 
training school in legislative cynicism 
and callousness?”
